Last year there were 175 bull 
elk and 425 cow elk tags drawn 
for the firearm hunts. (Last year 
(2013), nearly 90 percent of 
hunters took a bull elk during the 
two firearm seasons.) A hunter

the levee board amounted to 
a little over $19,000. With 
income derived from farm rent, 
reimbursement from FEMA 
from Flood Fight 2011 and tax 
receipts. 

During the Thursday evening 
meeting on Jan. 8, Fulton County 
Levee Board Secretary/Treasurer 
Jim Major informed board 
members Larry Langford and 
Mark Williams that he thought 
they would receive approximately 
$1,000 from FEMA to close 
out the Flood Fight of 2011 
expenses.

Former jailer, deputy sheriff and 
‘Ashman’ Ed Clark, 89, passes away

Many people come and go, and 
they are all worth remembering. 
Today we remember the life of 
Edward Clark who passed away 
at the age of 89 on December 29, 
2014. 

A retired Fulton County Jailer 
and Deputy Sheriff, Clark worked 
under Buck Meneese in the late 
60s as a deputy and then became 
jailer. Fulton County Sheriff 
Bobby Hopper remembers the 
late Corky Hill telling about the 
time Clark and Meneese were 
involved in an incident where 
they were tied up in a barn once. 
“The criminal got the drop on 
them, wanting to kill them,” 
Hopper remembers Hill saying. 

Clark’s daughter, Jacque 


Clark, also remembers stories 
bout her dad being held hostage 
in an old barn by bank robbers. 
“There was also a time during 
a jail break where daddy almost 
lost his life and that led to his 
retirement,” she said. 

Jacque remembers her dad as 
the one to fight for the underdog. 
“He believed in treating 
everyone fairly, regardless of 
color, religion, gender,” she said. 
“Everyone deserved to be treated 
equally.” 

Jacque was touched by a 
message she received from former 
Hickman City Commissioner 
Barbara Yandal and a former co¬ 
worker of Ed’s. “In the 60’s dad 
worked for O.E.O., which was

Civil rights activist, Martin 
Luther King, Jr., born January 
15,1929, was assassinated on the 
evening of April 4, 1968 while 
standing on the balcony of his 
motel room in Memphis, Tenn. 
King was to lead a protest march 
in sympathy with striking Mem¬ 
phis garbage workers. 

Hickman’s Mar¬ 
tin Luther King, 

Jr. celebration will 
begin with a march 
at 11:30 a.m. on 
Monday, Jan. 19, 
and will begin at 
Johnson Chapel 
Church and preside 
down Holly Street 
to Thomas Chapel 
Church. The march, 
which has been an 
annual happening 
in Hickman for al¬ 
most two decades, 
is a reminder as to what King 
stood for and believed in. King 
traveled over six million miles 
and spoke over twenty-five hun¬ 
dred times, appearing wherever 
there was injustice, protest and 
action. He led massive protests 
between 1957 and 1968 in Bir¬ 
mingham, Ala., that caught the 
attention of the entire world pro¬ 


viding what he called a coalition 
of conscience, and inspiring his 
“Letter from a Birmingham Jail.” 
King directed the peaceful march 
on Washington, D.C., of 250,000 
people to whom he delivered his 
address, “I Have a Dream”, and 
he conferred with President John 
F. Kennedy and campaigned for 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 

Following the march, special 
guest speaker Dr. 
Brian Keith Clardy 
will bring the 
noonday address 
at Thomas Chapel 
Church. Clardy is 
a tenured faculty 
member in the De¬ 
partment of History 
at Murray State 
University (MSU), 
in Murray, Ky. 

Clardy, an author 
of two books, holds 
a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in Political 
Science from the University of 
Tennessee at Martin (1988) and a 
Master of Public Administration 
degree from MSU (1991). He 
earned his Doctor of Philosophy 
degree in Historical Studies from 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale in 1999.

Darnell saw a light through the flames and on 
fire himself around his face and head he closed his eyes and managed 
to pull himself out of the opening on the left side of the engine room. 
Workers on the dredge put out the fire and Capt. Fred Palmer rushed 
Darnell to Obion County Hospital where he was treated. Darnell was 
released from the hospital Monday. Unofficial estimates of the damage 
put the damage at about $8,000. Cause of the explosion, which ripped 
the superstructure off the boat and lifted it up 3-1/2 feet in the air, 
according to observer “Scrapiron” Counce, is undetermined.

School funds embezzled, 
hospital closing, new 
industries and RTW top 2014

Looking back at 2014, we 
remember a January that was 
cold as the temperature dipped 
into single digits and propane 
companies were scrambling to 
replenish their gas supply. Snow 
arrived in March, causing some 
damage to Hickman’s city hall 
and an awning at Pockets also fell 
victim, collapsing as customers 
were refueling their vehicles. 

The most shocking revelation 
came in early 2014, when in 
February we learned more than 
$100,000 was embezzled from 
Fulton County Schools by former 
chief financial officer Julie 
Vowell. After an in-depth forensic 
audit was performed, Vowell 
was later indicted by a Fulton 
Grand Jury and sentenced to six 
years in August for the theft. The 
school would later be fined as the 
investigation deepened, but the 
overall IRS penalties were not as 
severe as they could have been. 

In late winter and early spring 
of 2014 we also learned who 
had decided to seek public office 
in the City of Hickman and the 
county. All incumbents, except 
David Gallagher re-ran and were 
re-elected at the county level. Jim 
Martin, of Fulton, was elected to 
the office of Judge/Executive. 
Three out of four commissioners 
were re-elected with Heath 
Carlton earning the fourth spot 
later in November. 

In March a tractor fire and 
an early morning blaze caught 
the attention of area volunteer 
firefighters. 

As the county thawed out and 
birds began to return, county 
officials learned that the Corps 
would finally pay for the repairs 
to Sutton Road, three years after 
Flood Fight 2011.

Kayser employees began 
training and we learned that the 
decision for Fulton County’s jail 
to go big was very beneficial for 
the county. 

At first it was thought that 
the future of the LaClede Hotel 
was uncertain as April came to 
a close, but then in September it 
was purchased. The new owners, 
Dan and Debbie Burgess, have 
began to make improvements and 
changes to the once renowned 
hotel of yesteryear with plans to 
make it a bed and breakfast. 

The end of April also brought us 
the news that the Cayce community 
had lost one of their most beloved 
individuals. Corky Hill, former 
Fulton County Sheriff and avid 
supporter of Cayce School, passed 
away on April 23. He served 
the county 16 years as sheriff. 

May and June saw the 
preparation begin for the rebuilding 
of West Hickman Baptist. The 
church, which burned to the 
ground in January 2013, would 
rebuild out on the 1099 Bypass 
with the assistance of several 
volunteer organizations. The 
biggest of which was Carpenters 
for Christ who spent 10 days 
building as much of the church 
as they could with approximately 
100 volunteers. 

High school graduations were 
also marking the end of one 
chapter in the lives of the area 
youth, while beginning another 
new and exciting chapter. 

June also brought sad news that 
the senior centers in both Hickman 
and Fulton would lose valuable 
funding as the state keeps taking 
away more than they give out, 
despite the need for the service to 
the county’s senior population. 

As the sun shined down on 
area gardens and crops, the 
former manager of a Hickman 
grain company was indicted in 
a commodity scheme. Coleman 
Carpenter was indicted in late 
June on one count of mail fraud 
and three counts of wire fraud. 

Rumblings of a new business 
docking in Hickman began to 
surface as the patriotic days of July 
were coming to a close. We would 
finally find out in November, 
after two years in the making, 
that Riverine Fisheries would 
dock in the Hickman Harbor. 
Joe Gillas, President of Riverine 
Fisheries made the announcement 
in the former Eagle Building, now 
owned by the Hickman-Fulton 
County Riverport Authority. 
Riverine Fisheries is leasing the 
building for the operation. 

More political stirring as the 
November election came closer, 
with a large crowd anticipated 
for the 134th annual Fancy Farm 
picnic. It was estimated that the 
crowd could reach 20,000 guests 
as the contest between Senator 
Mitch McConnell and opponent 
Alison Grimes heated up. 

As school was back in session 
for another year of educating the 
next generation, the Ponchatrain 
Dredge arrived in Hickman for 
12 days dreading the harbor. 
The port received $625,000 in 
supplemental funding from the 
Mississippi River and Tributaries 
project to dredge the port and 
keep the barges moving in and out 
of the harbor. 

August was coming to an end, 
but the increased electric usage 
indicated that things were still hot 
as the heat index soared and heat 
advisories remained in effect for 
several days. 

Fulton County felt the callings 
of the ‘ice bucket challenge’ as 
teachers at Fulton County Schools 
were recipients of a splash of the 
cold stuff. 

Another well-known Hickman 
resident was lost. Becky Sue 
Newton Moses Blasdel, former 
owner of Newton’s Jewelry and 
Gifts, passed away at the age 
of 62 on September 6. She was 
known for her caring nature and 
generosity. 

September brought some 
of the first glimpses of what 
was to come in the fall, but the 
City of Hickman Commission 
heated up as residents learned 
of a proposed grass clippings 
ordinance. Many residents voiced 
their dissatisfaction with the 
proposed ordinance as they asked 
the Commission to focus their 
attention on other areas such as 
trash pick up, property clean up, 
enforcing animal leash laws, and 
the City Cemetery. The ordinance 
was tabled and has yet to be 
decided upon. 

Nestled on the bluff and with 
close proximity to the Mississippi 
River, Hickman’s still water 
harbor draws the interests of 
many visitors. In late September 
the rowing duo of John Pritchard 
and Paddy Broughton of the UK 
and Australia stopped in Hickman 
taking a break from the Great 
River Rowed Challenge. They 
were in two beautiful Victorian 
skiffs, beginning their trip in Lake 
Itasca, Minn., enroute to New 
Orleans, La. raising funds and

awareness for Right to Play. 

October always reminds us to 
4 go pink’ while reminding the 
female gender the importance 
of scheduling those yearly 
mammogram appointments. Fall is 
also the perfect time for Civil War 
Days, held annually at Columbus- 
Belmont State Park, held the 
second weekend in October for 
the last 24 years. 

Harvest time also arrives when 
October is on the calendar and 
farmers were working double time 
as rising waters of the Mississippi 
threatened some of the crops.

Gaylon and Karen Thibodeaux 
were excited to expand their 
operations from their steel pipe 
production company from Willow 
Springs, Mo., to include the town 
across the river. 

Tragedy struck in November, 
when we learned that juveniles 
were responsible for the 
unthinkable vandalism at Cayce 
United Methodist Cemetery. 
More than 50 headstones were 
vandalized during two nights 
by the juveniles at the cemetery 
which has been in existence for 
over 100 years. As news spread, 
donations poured in to help repair 
the headstones of loved ones who 
have relatives located near and 
far. 

In late November it was made 
known that three jail employees 
from the Fulton County Detention 
Center could face charges of 
Official Misconduct. 

Greg Grissom, President and 
CEO and 14 year employee of 
Hickman-Fulton Counties RECC 
announced he was moving on in 
February to take a position with 
Penny rile Electric in Hopkinsville, 
Ky. 

Coy Robinson, Jr. , a life long 
resident and former business 
owner, passed away on November 
28 at the age of 79. Robinson was 
also a big support of Hickman and 
served on the Commission. 

As the final month of 2014 
kept everyone busy with holiday 
activities, we reported on the 
successful treatment of Mary 
Browder Howell and the arrival 
of tiny miracle twins Sadie and 
Sawyer Mathis. 

Is the most shocking news 
of the year, the impending 
closure of Parkway Regional 
Hospital? The announcement was 
made on December 10, which 
overshadowed the news that the 
county’s jobless rate had fallen 
below nine percent. The hospital 
will cease operations in March 
2015. 

Or could it be the Fulton County 
Fiscal Court’s unanimous vote 
to pass Right to Work Ordinance 
2014-06, as they followed in the 
footsteps of Warren County, Ky. 
Kentucky isn’t a right to work 
state. Citing the County Home Rule 
Magistrates Billy “Bubba” Nelms, 
James Black, Henry Callison and 
Judge Gallagher made history 
when they voted in favor of the 
ordinance following the second 
reading held on Tuesday, Dec. 
30 at 6 p.m. The ordinance was 
met with opposition from union 
leaders. 

It is too early to tell how defining 
this piece of county legislation 
will be to the future of Fulton 
County. Will it bring more jobs to 
the rural county which has leaders 
trying to do everything they can to 
promote economic prosperity for 
their citizens? Keeping reading 
the Courier in 2015 to find out.

He married Kathryn Green and they had four children, 
Floyd Lee Green, III (Lee) (69), Karen Green Ryan (67), 
Kathy Green Bird (57), and Kim Green Scherer (56), all 
graduates of Fulton County High School and Murray State 
University. Floyd Green served in both the 7th and 12th 
Army Air Force as a bomber pilot in both the European and 
Pacific theaters. His son Lee also recalls that he was sta¬ 
tioned on one of the Mediterranean islands. He received 
a letter from Major General John K. Cannon, Commander 
of the 12th Air Force written to Green’s wife notifying her 
that her husband had been awarded the Distinguish Fly¬ 
ing Cross.

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Five fun reasons to start an indoor garden when 
life gets more restricting 


When you find yourself 
moving to smaller space or you 
have restricted mobility their 
are opportunities out there for 
senior citizens to do new things 
or maybe reinvent some of their 
hobbies. One of those hobbies 
could be gardening. Maybe now 
you can’t get out into the garden 
because of restrictions. Wouldn’t 
it be fun to try gardening indoors? 
Arar Han, Certified Aging in 
Place Specialist, suggests this 
fun indoor activity when life gets 
more restricting. Han adds, “there 
are tons of plants that thrive 
indoors - and at least five reasons 
why planter gardening is actually 
superior to maintaining outdoor 
beds.” 

Han’s top five reasons for 
starting your own indoor garden: 

1. Picking out funky 
containers. 

When creating your indoor 
garden, consider the wide range of 
choices for pots—as conventional 
or eccentric as you wish. 

Most plants need a depth 
of four to five inches to grow 
comfortably. When choosing your 
containers keep in mind: 

Container Material - avoid 
toxic residues. Clean the vessel 
thoroughly and use appropriate 
liners. 

Drainage - for some plants, 
you will need to poke or drill 
holes in the bottom and set it on a 
tray to contain the runoff. 

Variety - mix colors, shapes, 
and textures for an attractive look 
that matches (or “power-clashes”) 
with your home’s design. 

Recycling - why throw out a 
perfectly good peanut butter jar 
when it can be decorated to hold 
a cute little sprig of rosemary? 
Or how about an old shoe? 
Seriously—the ceiling is the limit 
with this one. 

2. Just the right amount of 
DIY. When you had a sprawling 
garden, you had to buy soil. But 
since an indoor potting soil batch 
is small, make your own! You 
can routinely add some extra 
kitchen compost and use fertilizer 
granules as needed, about every 
two to six weeks. This gives you 
the opportunity to really get your 
hands dirty in that soul-satisfying 
way that true gardeners crave. 
You’ll be so proud of your little 
green babies when they start to 
sprout. 

3. Complete control over 
sunshine exposure. Position 
your garden containers near a 
south-facing window to get the 
most sun, especially if you live 
in an area that experiences a brisk 
winter season. Avoid drafty areas 
during the chilly months stable 
temperatures between 45-79° F are 
ideal. You can even set up some 
mirrors to reflect sunlight onto 
your planters. Another option is 
to get an indoor grow light system 
that can be set to a timer. 

4. Watering is a 
breeze. Although plants may not 
say it out loud, they definitely 
appreciate your help finding a 
drink of water. Adhering to a 
watering schedule is easy indoors, 
as you share space with your 
green buddies constantly. Keeping 
leaves trimmed and fresh is easy 
when you walk by multiple times 
a day! Just remember to let the 
soil go slightly dry between each 
watering. 

5. Get more in return. Besides 
adding a homey feel and splashes 
of color to your rooms, the health 
benefits of co-existing with indoor 
greenery are huge. Indoor plants 
have always been a part of human 
society, and for good reason. 
Plants have been shown to reduce 
stress and depression. And they 
ask so little of you! 

So, what to grow? Flowers and 
herbs grow wonderfully in small 
spaces. But vegetables actually 
do, too! Full of vitamins and 
minerals, a new love for cooking 
may just follow in your gardening 
footsteps. 

Hot peppers: If you can take the 
heat, these are full of capsaicin, 
a powerful antioxidant. Many 
people find more luck growing 
hot peppers indoors than out! 

Carrots: These are full of 
many good vitamins for seniors, 
including thiamin, niacin, folate, 
manganese, potassium, and 
vitamins B6, A, C, and K. They 
also supply carotenoids, which 
are key for healthy eyes.

to the dinner with Corps members, 
their spouses and Joe Gillas of 
Riverine Fisheries. Before paying 
the $6,400 the levee board’s 
balance is sitting at $43,398.94. 
Another expense includes the 
remaining amount on the mowing 
contract owed to Steve Preuett in 
the amount of $4,630, which was 
also approved for payment during 
the meeting. 

With upcoming meetings in 
2015 taking place in Washington 
DC and New Orleans, Major 
suggested splitting the board up 
with some going to DC in the 
spring and others going to New 
Orleans in December 2015. 

Greg Youree of Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife approached the board 
seeking information on their 
policy of hunting on the levee. 
Looking for a new revenue stream 
the board is contemplating leasing 
the levee land for hunting. “If we 
do lease the land for hunting we 
would require them to show proof 
of liability insurance,” added 
Major. Currently hunting is not 
allowed on levee board property. 

The levee maintenance contract 
expired in December 2014. The 


board is considering their options 
and will make a decision before 
spring. 

Preuett, current mowing 
contract, did inform the board that 
he is still interested in mowing the 
levee. “It is a lot of work,” he said. 
“I might be interested in it again. I 
am considering my options, too.” 
A previous contractor has also 
expressed interest in mowing the 
levee. 

Other items touched on included 
national issues with regard to 
Federal Flood Risk Management 
Standards, Executive Order 11988 
with notification that Senator 
Thad Cochran from Mississippi 
wrote a letter to the President and 
Mississippi Valley Flood Control 
Association will draft one, as 
well. 

Work continues at the pump 
station with Thompson CAT 
repairing governors on the 
engines.

“Assets obtained through this 
grant program will remain in 
Fulton County after the hospital 
closes and if the ambulance 
service is not operating in the 
county,” he said. “We would 
take possession of those assets 
and on paper they would belong 
to the preparedness committee.” 
An inventory of the items 
purchased through the program 
is being prepared and the HPP 
Coordinator will be meeting 
with Parkway personnel to secure 
the items. 

Fulton County Sheriff Bobby 
Hopper has requested assistance 
with the purchase of a new vehicle 
to transport prisoners from out 
of state to Fulton County. “The 
vehicle has 250,000 miles on 
it,” stated Sheriff Hopper. “I 
am asking for assistance from 
the Fiscal Court to obtain a 


replacement vehicle.” 

Magistrate James Black also 
inquired on the status of some 
of the county road department 
vehicles and equipment. 

The Fiscal Court asked Sheriff 
Hopper to research the cost of 
a new vehicle and submit it 
to the court. They also asked 
Road Supervisor Alan Coffey to 
compile a list containing ages 
and miles of county vehicles and 
equipment for them to review. 
“We need to re vie it all and 
come up with a plan to replace 
equipment and vehicles as we 
can,” added Magistrate Billy 
“Bubba” Nelms. 

In other business the Fulton 
County Clerk’s quarterly report 
from Oct.-Dec. 2014 was 
approved along with their budget 
and salary order, which included 
a 1.7% raise. “The excess fees 
will come at a later date,” stated 
Fulton County Clerk Betty 
Abernathy. “I want to make sure 
there are no amendments to the 
quarterly report.” 

The Fiscal Court is slated to 
meet again in regular session on 
Monday, Feb. 16 at 9 a.m.

Ed was also a commercial 
fishermen most of Jacque’s 
young life. “I learned a lot about 
the river and the way things work 
in nature when left to her own 
devices and that death is a natural 
part of life,” she concluded.

“He would 
always give you your money’s 
worth. In later years during 
my employment with the 
city, he served on the Board 
of Commissioners. He would 
always ask about the Ambulance 
Service and what needs we had 
for it. I served on the Housing 
Committee during my tenure on 
the Board of Commissioners and 
again I found myself working 
with Ed on this Board. He always 
did what he thought was best for 
the people that he served. I will 
miss him as well as the people 
that had the opportunity to call 
‘A friend’ with him.”

has the option to choose one or 
two out of four choices - firearm 
- bull or cow and archery - bull 
or cow. 

“We actually applied for the 
tag on the last day,” added Linda. 
“Our youngest daughter helped us 
with the application. We almost 
forgot to put in for the tag.” The 
deadline is April 30. 

As luck would have it, Linda 
received a letter in the mail the 
first week of May informing her 
that she had been drawn for a 
cow elk tag. “I was very surprised 
since the odds of being selected 
are very low,” she said excitedly. 
“I was the only tag recipient in 
Fulton, Hickman and Carlisle 
counties.” 

Wait, it gets better. This is her 
second selection. 

“I was drawn for a firearm cow 
elk tag in 2009 but was unable 
to kill one,” she said. “We saw a 
large number of elk that year and 
had a wonderful experience even 
though there was a lot of rainy 
weather and a snowstorm that 
brought down trees and blocked 
off most of the roads in the hunting 
zone.” When the storm caused a 
power outage that lasted for over 
a week, the Alexanders returned 
home, without the chance to even 
shoot an elk. 

With a love for the outdoors and 
a hunter of a variety of wildlife 
such as deer, turkey, squirrel, 
quail and pheasant, Linda is 
appreciative of the opportunities 
the state of Kentucky offers 
to hunters. She hunts with her 
husband Mike and their four 
daughters (Mindy Major, Amelia 
Prater, Allie Lusk, and Anna 
Powell) when they were younger, 
taking full advantage of what the 
state offers to all outdoorsmen. 

“They are all grown now but 
we used to take them hunting all 
the time,” they both said. “We 
have even hunted in other states 
including Iowa and Kansas, but 
we love hunting in our home 
state.”

hunt and they are also assigned 
a one-week hunting season. 
The bull elk firearm hunt is 
two different weeks in October 
(during mating season) and the 
cow elk firearm hunt is two weeks 
in December. 

There are five zones and Linda 
was assigned the Straight Creek 
zone outside Pineville, which 
included a lot of public hunting 
area made up of reclaimed coal 
mining land. Linda’s week to 
hunt was December 13 through 
December 19. 

With the terrain being very 
different in those mountainous 
counties, the Alexanders asked 
their son-in-law Chris Powell 
to accompany them to help with 
scouting and possibly retrieving 
an elk. 

“The walking is mostly up or 
down mountain sides,” she said. 
“Access to the areas is usually 
narrow dirt or gravel roads 
formed when mining was active. 
Much of the area is still being 
mined.” 

During Linda’s hunt, Chris was 
also scouting for bear. “He had a 
bear tag for a three day hunt and 
it was also muzzle load hunting 
for buck deer,” explained Linda. 
“We saw bear tracks, but did not 
get to see a bear.” 

Linda’s hunt began on a 
Saturday so the Thursday and 
Friday before they scouted where 
to hunt, selecting an area to hunt 
in close to where Tim Langford 
hunted last year. “He won a tag 
during last year’s lottery and 
Shannon Waltmon’s wife also 
won a year or two before Linda’s 
2009 hunt,” said Mike. “Tim 
didn’t get one and Shannon’s 
wife injured her back and didn’t 
get to go on her hunt.” 

Linda, Mike and Chris hunted 
from Saturday until Monday 
without seeking elk. “There 
were a lot of signs that elk had 
been there,” Linda said. “They 
have become much more elusive 
in recent years due to increased 
hunting.”

from the Western states were 
released on to reclaimed strip 
mines in eastern Kentucky back 
in 1997 when the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources teamed up with the 
Rocky Mountain Elk Foundation 
and the Shikar Safari Club. Elk 
numbers have grown to about 
10,000 the largest herd east of the 
Mississippi River. 

Elk do have daily habit 
patterns, which include a travel 
route that will provide the elk 
with a feeding location, source 
of water, and bedding area. An 
individual herd of elk may stay 
within one square mile area for 
several weeks if undisturbed. 
They may also move 15 miles 
overnight without warning or 
disturbance. 

On Tuesday, Dec. 16, four days 
into Linda’s seven-day hunt, they 
obtained the assistance of a young 
man in the area. “Ryan Collett, a 
scout whose grandfather we had 
met rabbit hunting the day before 
the season began, became our 
scout,” Linda noted. 

Two more days and still no 
elk. 

On Thursday, the day before 
the last day of Linda’s hunt, 
and the end of the season, Ryan 
spotted a herd with about eight 
elk across a mountain. “We were 
able to get within about 240 yards 
and I was able to get a shot across 
a valley and kill a cow elk!” she 
exclaimed. “I shot it with a 270 
short mag rifle.” Elk are larger 
than deer so they require a large 
caliber bullet. 

Linda hit the cow elk, which 
was brought in from Utah as a 
calf and released in 2001. “The 
cow elk I hit had stayed close to 
where she had been turned out, 
staying in the same general area 
of her release,” Linda added. “She

weighed about 450 pounds.” 

Once the cow elk is down, the 
hunter now has the task of getting 
her loaded and dressed. “We were 
fortunate enough to be able to get 
close enough with the truck to be 
able to field dress her and the four 
of us got her in the truck.” 

Cool weather aided them as 
snow began to fall and Linda was 
able to enjoy her second chance 
hunt. “It was definitely a hunt of 
a lifetime,” she reiterated. “It was 
enhanced by the people in the area 
who were so helpful and friendly. 
I thank God that he continues to 
give us second chances.” 

Since returning home to Fulton 
County the Alexanders have had 
the elk meat processed, taking it 
to a beef processor. “It is similar 
to beef, but sweeter,” said Mike. 
“It is a lot leaner than beef.” 

Linda has made elk chili and 
even fried elk tenderloin, which 
they have shared with their 
family. 

Elk are native to Kentucky, but 
were wiped out in the state by 
the late 1800s due to overhunting 
and habitat loss. Now, visitors 
have excellent opportunities to 
see these regal creatures that are 
once again part of Kentucky’s 
landscape. Kentucky’s elk 
population is going strong and 
hunting success rates are higher 
east of the Mississippi River than 
practically anywhere else. 

Elk viewing tours take place 
most weekends in January, 
February, and March. The tours 
are offered by the Kentucky 
Department of Parks.
